Hobert Uhnmbers.

Robert Chambers, of the well-known Edinburgh
publishing firm of William & Robert Chambers,
diod yesterday at Edinburgh. He was born in
1802, at Pecbles, and was two yoars younger
than his brother William. His parents were
respectable, and he received an excellent com-
mon school education in his native town. Pecu-
niary reverses obliged his parents to remove to
Edinburg, and Robert and William were, to a
great extent, thrown upon their own resourees.
Their fondness for reading induced them to
select the business of bookselling, and William
sorved an appronticeship from 1814 to 1810,
when he started on his own account
in a small way with only a few shillings caplital.
Robert began business in 1518, and having strong
literary tastes, he tried hisjhand at authorship
by etarting a small periodical called the Kalei-
dosoope, which Willlam set up in type and
printed himself. This publieation was short-
lived, and In 1823 Robert began to write a
work which he hoped would prove popular.
This was entitled ““Tllustrations of the Author
of Waverley," and referred to [the supposed
original characters of the novelist. So soon as
this work was published he began to collect
materials for hizs “Traditions of Edinburgh,”
which appeared in 15824, and passed through

several editions, In 1826 Robert
published the “Popular Rhymes of
Scotland,” and in 1827, “Pletures
of Beotland.” A short time after he lssued five

volumes of historica of ‘“‘The Scottish Rebel-
lion,” two of a “‘Life of James I,” and three of
¢‘Scottish Ballads and Songs.” In 1535 he com-
pleted in four volumes his *“‘Biographlcal Die-
tionary of Eminent S8cotchmen.” In the mean-
time William carried on an independent bnsi-
ness as author and publisher until 1820, when
the brothers united in the production of a
“'Gazetteer of Beotland,” which appeared in]1892,
Robert also wrote a “‘History of Scotland for
Juvenile Readers.” In 1832 Chambers' Journal
was projected by the elder brother for
the purpose of “supplying  intellectual
food of the best kind, in such a form and at such
n price as to suit the convenience of every man
in the British dominions," The success of
Chambers' Journal was immense, and it soon
oObtalned a circulation of fifty thousand, and
subsequently it rose much higher. The success
of this publication Induced the brothers to join
in partvership. In 1834 they commenced the
publication of “Information for the People,”
which waa followed by the “Cyclopedia of Eng-
lish Literature,” “The People's Edition of
Standard Eonglish Works,” “The Fdacational
Course," two series of “Tracta” nnd “Papers for
the People.” Robert, although he had not
received any regular scientific education, dis
played from early life a strong tendency tosnch
studies, and he prodnced several geological
works. His last historical work was “The
Domestic Annals of Scotland.” He also edited
the “Book of Days,” which was completed In
1808, and he also aided greatly in the prepara-
tion of ““Chambers’ Encyclopedia,” The estab-
liskment of the Messrs. Chambers in Edinburgh
is one of the sights of the city. Nearly two hun-
dred hands are employed in it.
